A case of plague was reported, November 11, 1922, on the stean£ 
ship Barcelona, which arrived November 10 at Habana, Cuba, from 
Spanish ports. The patient was stated to have come from the 
Canary Islands. 

The Barcelona sailed October 13 from Barcelona, Spain, for Habana 
and New Orleans, via ports, leaving Alicante, Spain, October 17, and 
Las Palmas, Canary Islands, October 24, 1922. 

HAWAII. 

Plague — Plague-Infected Rats — Hamakua Mill Camp. 

A fatal case of plague was reported, October 20, 1922, at Hamakua 
Mill Camp, Hamakua Mill, Hawaii. The finding of two plague- 
infected rats was reported, one on October 9 and one on October 14, 

1922. 

JAMAICA. 

"Alastrim." 

During the two weeks ended October 21, 1922, 64 new cases of 
"alastrim" were reported in the Island of Jamaica. 

Typhoid Fever — Kingston and Vicinity. 

During the period under report 13 cases of typhoid fever were 
reported in Kingston, Jamaica, and 46 cases in the surrounding 

country. 

Vaccination Against ''Alastrim" — Portland Parish. 

From September 1 to October 25, 1922, about 5,000 vaccinations 

were stated to have been performed in the affected area in the Parish 

of Portland. No fatalities from "alastrim" were reported from 

September 15 to October 25, 1922. On October 25, 71 cases were 

reported in hospital. This number was stated to represent practically 

all the cases in the Parish. Outside the zone referred to there were no 

cases of "alastrim" reported present in the island of Jamaica on 

October 25, 1922. 

MEXICO.

Yellow fever has been reported in Mexico as follows: Tampico, 
November 5, 1922, one case; Tuxpam, November 10, 1922, one case. 
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PERU. 
Plague — January-June, 1922. 

During the first six months' period of the year 1922, 394 cases of 
plague with 173 deaths, occurring in 31 localities, were reported in 
Peru. The largest number of cases was reported at Bambamarca, 
viz, 44, with 19 deaths. At Pacasmayo and Salaverry one case each 
was reported. In the Province of Callao-Lima the occurrence was 
reported as follows: Lima city, 30 cases with 16 deaths; Lima 
district, 28 cases with 11 deaths; Callao city, 24 cases with 10 deaths; 
Callao district, two cases.
